To choose 1 Selectman for 3 years, 1 Selectman for 
2 years, and all other necessary Town Officers for the Year ensuing. 


Article 2. Shall the provisions of Chapter 171-A of the Re- 
vised Laws relative to playing Games of Beano be adopted in 
this Town. 


Article 3. To hear the reports of Selectmen, Treasurer, Audi- 
tors, and committees, or other officers heretofore chosen, and 
Pass any vote relating thereto. 


Article 4. To see if the Town will vote to raise $5,000.00 to 
pay Highway Equipment Note, and $600.00 for interest on its 
Notes, and pass any vote relating thereto. 


Article 5. To see if the Town will vote to raise $3,200.00 for

thereto.

Oil, $3,000.00 for machinery Maintenance, $3,600.00 for Street 
Lights, and pass any vote relating thereto. 


Article 7. To see if the Town will vote to raise $700.00 for 
the Library, $4,000.00 for Town Poor and Old Age Assistance, 
$1,200.00 for the care of its Cemeteries, $7,000.00 for the Water 
Department (including Debt and interest), and pass any vote re- 
lating thereto. 


Article 8. To see if the Town will vote to raise $150.00 for 
the Dartmouth-Lake Sunapee Region, and Pass any vote relating 
thereto. 


Article 9. To see if the Town will vote to raise $400.00 for 
White Pine Blister Rust, and pass any vote relating thereto. 


Article 10. To see if the Town will instruct its Selectmen to 
hire money in anticipation of taxes for the years 1952 and 1953, 
and pass any vote relating thereto. 


Article 11. To see if the Town will vote to raise $1,500.00 
to continue work on the Play Ground, and pass any vote relating 
thereto. 


Article 12. To see if the Town will vote to raise $1,000.00 
to assist the Fish and Game Club to Advertise Lake Sunapee, 
and pass any vote relating thereto.

To see if the Town will vote to discontinue the 
Highway at the Jct. of the Kidder and Newport Road to the Suna- 
pee and Goshen Town Line, and pass any vote relating thereto. . 


Article 18. To see if the Town will vote to raise $300.00 in 
addition to the 1951 appropriation to extend side walk from Ralph 
Alexanders in a Westerly direction, and pass any vote relating 
thereto. 


Article 19, To see if the Town will vote to raise $1,200.00 
for the Recreational Committee, for Maintenance of Recreational 
Activities, and pass any vote relating thereto.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 





To the School Board and Citizens of Sunapee: 

I submit herewith my fourth annual report as Superintendent 
of Schools. 

ENROLLMENT 

The enrollment for the school year 1951—52 is 188, divided 
as follows: 

Elementary Grades — 139 
(1—8) 

Senior High — 49 
(9-12) 

We are continuing the set-up of last year whereby five teachers 
handle the pupils in Grades 1—7. Grade 8 comes under the High 
School unit and is handled by the Senior High staff. It is still 
necessary, under our present organization, to use Room X, in 
the basement, as a class room, 

TRANSPORTATION 

The bus contracts of Alden Gamsby (Georges Mills and North 
Road) were taken over by Robert Wiggins last September under 
arrangements satisfactory to the School Board. These contracts 
expire in June, 1953. 

It has been necessary for Mr. Arthur Nutting to continue the 
Wendell bus route inasmuch as the number to be transported is 
too great to be handled together with his regular route. 

Both regular and spare bus drivers have been approved by the 
Board and reported to the Motor Vehicle Department as required 
by law. 

REPAIRS 

During the summer the entire building was given a thorough 
cleaning by the janitor. All floors were re-sealed. 

Five class rooms, the Science Laboratory and the Principal’s 
Office were painted. 

Minor roof repairs were made. (It will be necessary to do a 
major repair job on the roof next summer.) 

Several rooms at the Principal’s house were painted. 

NEW EQUIPMENT 
Items of new equipment were: 

One teacher’s desk. 

A number of pieces of science equipment for Physics, Chem- 

istry and Biology. 

One galvanometer for Shop. 

Some rubber runners for Room X. 

Two typewriters were exchanged. 

Several pieces of playground equipment, donated by Ex-Gover- 

nor John H. Bartlett, were set up by the Shop classes. This 
equipment is really enjoyed by the Primary pupils. 
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SCHOOL BUILDING COMMITTEE 

The School Building Committee has held five regular meetings 
during the year. — 

On April 30, 1951, an open meeting was held with representa- 
tives of clubs and organizations present as well as a number of 
citizens. The ideas and opinions growing out of the meeting have 
been used by the Committee as a help in formulating this year’s 
proposals. 

In November, Messrs. William Lary and Norman Ferkins were 
named as additional members of the Committee. 

The major items of discussion, aimed toward improvement and 
modernization of the school plant, have included: heating plant, 
lighting, roof repairs, plumbing, lockers and space for installing 
them, more satisfactory toilet facilities, kindergarten, cafeteria, 
additional class room space, including special facilities for art 
and music and enlarged auditorium-gymnasium facilities. 

The recommendations of the Committee fall into two categories: 

a. Improvements to existing building. 

-b. Addition of at least a two class room unit with the necessary 
toilet facilities and storage space. (This would eliminate the use 
of the present basement class room (Room X). It is believed that 
this room and the adjacent area would make a satisfactory caf- 
eteria — thereby relieving the Home Economics Laboratory and the 
Auditorium-Gymnasium from use as a hot lunch kitchen and ser- 
ving area.) 

In line with Recommendation A, separate articles are included 
in the warrant: 

1. To improve the present school plant by installing new flour- 
escent lighting. 

2. To improve the heating plant by converting to No. 5 fuel oil 
and making some changes in the existing radiation to allow more 
efficient operation. (By converting to oil, the present coal pocket 
would become available for storage purposes.) 

In order to promote the idea of a class room addition, an article 
is provided to obtain the services of an architect to prepare plans 
and specifications. By so-doing, building plans could be ready, 
and if approval was voted at the 1953 Annual School Meeting, 
construction could start soon thereafter.

The University of New Hampshire testing program was conduc- 
ted in the eighth grade and sophomore class, to assist in guiding 
pupils in the selection of courses for their secondary and post- 
secondary education. 

Physical education classes were continued for the fifth, sixth 
and seventh grades and art work has been more evident as the 
result of an art workshop held during the year. | 

In administering the educational program for Sunapee, the Prin- 
cipal believes there is sufficient need to warrant the immediate 
addition of rooms and equipment to the present school plant. 

Among the most urgent demands are: 

Better classrooms for the elementary grades now using an emer- 
gency basement room. More adequate locker rooms and lockers 
for the physical education program and athletic team dressing 
rooms. Athletic equipment storage is also a problem. 

Toilet facilities which would segregate elementary and sec- 
ondary pupils. 

Facilities for the preparation and serving of hot lunches to 
enable an increase in the use of the present kitchen and gym- 
nasium in the teaching of Home Economics and Physical educa- 
tion. 

Better facilities for teaching music in both large and small 
groups, with storage space for music and instruments. 

Storage facilities for classroom equipment, dramatics and aud- 
itorium chairs. 

The need for a more adequate gymnasium is immediate and 
should be part of the over-all plan in the building expansion 
program.

THE STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 


To the Inhabitants of the School District of Sunapee qualified 
to vote in District Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the I. O. O. F. Hall in said 
District on Tuesday, the eleventh day of March, 1952, at one- 
thirty o’clock in the afternoon to act upon the following subjects: 


Article 1. To choose a Moderator for the ensuing year. 
Article 2. To choose a Clerk for the ensuing year. 


Article 3. To choose a Member of the School Board for the 
ensuing three years. 


Article 4. To choose a Treasurer for the ensuing year. 


Article 5. To choose one or more Auditors and such other 
Cfficers and Agents as the voters may judge necessary. 


Article 6. To hear and act upon the reports of the School 
Board, Treasurers, Auditors, and Committees heretofore chosen. 


Article 7. To see if the District will vote to raise and appro- 
priate $60,445.21, as recommended by the School Board in its an- 
nual report, for the support of schools, for the salaries of district 
officers, and for the payment of the statutory obligations of the 
district; and to authorize the application against said appropria- 
tion of such sums as are estimated to be received from the state 
equalization fund together with other income estimated at 
$2,624.54; the school board to certify to the selectmen the bal- 
ance between the estimated revenue and the appropriation, which 
balance is to be raised by taxes by the town. 


Article 8. To see if the District will vote to authorize the 
School Board to repair and make alterations, including the in- 
stallation of an oil-burning boiler, to the heating system at the 
Central School and authorize the School Board to issue serial 
notes for an amount not to exceed $8,500.00, in the nameof and 
on the credit of the District for the payment of said repairs, al- 
terations and oil-burning boiler; said notes to be issued pursuant 
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to Chapter 72 of the Revised Laws of New Hampshire and any 
amendments thereto; and to authorize the School Board to deter- 
mine the time and place of payment of the principal and interest, 
the rate of interest and all other matters in connection with the 
financing of this project. 


Article 9. To see if the District will vote to authorize the 
School Board to repair and make alterations, including the in- 
stallation of new fixtures, to the lighting system in the Central 
School and authorize the School Board to issue serial notes for an 
amount not to exceed $3,500.00, in the name of and on the credit 
of the District for the payment of said repairs, alterations and 
fixtures; said notes to be issued pursuant to Chapter 72 of the 
Revised Laws of New Hampshire and any amendments thereto; 
and to authorize the School Board to determine the time and place 
of payment of the principal and interest, the rate of interest and 
all other matters in connection with the financing of this project. 


Article 10. .To see if the District will vote to authorize the 
School Board to employ the services of an architect to prepare 
plans and specifications for making alterations to, or the expan- 
sion of, the present Central School plant and raise and appro- 
priate the necessary money to pay for said services. 


Article 11. To transact any other business that may legally 
come before said meeting.
